This Month's Question: 


“What’s all this hype about Field Day? What goes 
on and how do | fit in?” 


For those of you who are new to Ham Radio and 
don’t know what Field Day is, it’s a multi- purpose 
activity with something for everyone to do. It’s 
an exercise in emergency communications (we 
use portable antenna’s with a generator to power 
the radios), it’s a contest, it’s an opportunity for 
HAM’s (and non-HAM’s) to get on the air on HF 
(even if you don’t have a General ticket), and a 
place for learning and socializing. The food’s 
pretty good too! 


The following is a reprint from page 2 of the 
ARRL’s 2009 Field Day Packet...it pretty well 
sum’s it up: 


Field Day... For the Fun of It! 

We all became hams for our own reasons. Some 
of us were interested in public service and 
helping others in times of need. Many discovered 
the hobby as an outlet to their curiosity about 
electronics and communications.

The camaraderie of 
the annual club Field Day picnic covered dish 
supper will be a fun highlight for many, while still 
others will find the joy in the hobby by simply 
being able to spend a couple of hours from home 
on an otherwise busy weekend tuning the bands 
and making a few contacts. Test your skills and 
limits. But what ever you do, remember the first 
and most important element of Field Day is HAVE 
SOME FUN!

The National SW-54 Receiver 


| got a call from our EMCOMM guy Rich N6NKJ 
saying he had a couple rigs to donate to the 
Museum. That’s great, | always need more 
Radios. The first was an Ameco RSA, which | 
restored as he watched on here at work. But the 
dial cord was shot and Ameco conveniently didn’t 
put a restringing diagram in the manual, so that 
is one project unfinished. | need to take apart 
the other R5 | have to see how that is strung.. 
The next radio up was a National SW-54 


Back in 1955, National was trying to compete 
with Hallicrafters on all levels. They already had 
Flagship receivers, like the HRO and NC-183. 
They were real boat anchors, and worked great. 
But National saw the entry level market being run 
away with by Hallicrafters with their S-38 
series. National had to strike back. 


They designed a tiny, tabletop rig that you can 
carry with one hand. It had the usual tube line 
up you find in All American Fives, though the 
rectifier tube is a 35Z5. No power transformer 
here, so expect a hot chassis! No RF amp either, 
the antenna goes right into the Pentagrid mixer 
tube 12BE6,. One bogus feature | found was on 
the tuning. It has separate Main Tuning and 
Bandspread knobs, however they are on the 
SAME SHAFT, so turning one turns the other! No 
other tuning capacitors, as is found in the S-38 
which Does have an independent Bandspread 
control. 


Powering it up, | found the 4 section Electrolytic 
was shot, and had no direct replacement. | 
Cheated! 

Finding a can capacitor in my junkyard, | taped it 
up and put it under the chassis. Someday | will 
have to find the correct tubular replacement, but 
for now, this can cap works fine. It is ty- wrapped 
to the old cap. 


The SW-54 played well, but had some distortion 
on the received AM band signals, so there may 


still be a cap in there just not right. This would 
be a good candidate to re-cap the whole radio, 
but then it would lose it’s originality. Sensitivity 
is about what your would expect from a bare 
12BE6 input circuit. Need a good antenna on this 
one for adequate reception, especially the higher 
bands. But one has to remember this was an 
economy receiver, not a lab RX It sold for $50 
new!. 


The cabinet was badly rusted, and paint scratched 
up, so it was time for a repaint. Home Depot had 
the perfect match: Rustoleum Hammered Grey. 
| sanded down the rust and carefully sprayed the 
cabinet. 

One feature found on National radios is that for 
lettering, they engraved the figures into the 
panel. This is great as you don’t have to apply 
decals or transfers to replace the lettering. But 
it is not easy nevertheless. 


Once painted, | took a needle pick and scratched 
out all the paint in the lettering, down to bare 
metal. This is very tedious and | had to use my 
Loupe to insure all the tiny slots were voided of 
paint. Next, | acquired some white ACRYILC paint 
at Michaels ($6 a tube, ouch!), and rubbed the 
paint into the cleaned out lettering. Acrylic paint 
is perfect as you then use a damp rag to wipe up 
the surface residual leaving the filled lettering 
intact. The lettering looks as good as original!!! 


Once the knobs were detailed and dial polished 
with NOVUS, the rig was ready for display. 


| brought the SW-54 back to Rich and he was 
astonished. It was hard to believe it was the 
same radio! 

It looked and worked like it did when it was new, 
back in 1955!
